GIVE UP HOPE OF PEACE.

denly announced death would have brought on. At! 


any rate a strong cabinet has been appointed at 
Peking ang@ the vice president, who went into re- 


| treat when Yuan had himself chosen emperor, has

This circumstance makes it appear that Yuan 
was sacrificed in order to cheat the Japanese out 


_ of an opportunity for intervention. They have been 


working toward intervention for months. Addi- 
tional Japanese troops have been going to Corea 
and to China, ostensibly to guard the Japanese 
rRilroad lines, both those taken over from the Ger- 
mans in Shantung and those in Manchuria. Japan's 
increasing interests in the Yangtse valley also re- 


quired guarding. It is known that during the last 
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what Japanese armament is for Wither China or 
Japan or both are emerging as world forces There 
are half a billion of them. 


| LORD KITCHENER. 

The loss of Tord Kitchener, it seems probable, 
will be felt rather in the hearts of the British 
people than in their military fortunes. In the first 


morale, and his great gift for organization was ex- 
actly the quality essential to the British military 
situation. A strategic genius, professional opinion 
holds, Lord Kitchener was not. But a strategic 
genius without an army is not formidable. What 
was required was some one who could make an 
army. Kitchene? has not made a German army 
or a French army. But that was beyond human 
power, He has accomplished probably all that was 
humanly possible, an achievement whose greatness 
and whose limitations Americans, except American 
soldiers, cannot understand or appreciate. 

Lord Kitchener has been bitterly criticised, and 
undoubtedly he made mistakes, not being omnis- 
cient or omnipotent. But those who know what an 
army is, those who know what it takes to weld the 
tremendous engine of modern war, those who know 
what the political and social obstacles were in Eng- 
land, realize that Kitchener deserves a place among 
England’s great men as a great soldier, if not one 
of the greatest generals. 

It is probable, however, that his vital service 
was done, and it is possible that a new man of dif- 
ferent gifts might do better than he in the suc- 
ceeding stages of the war. Thoughtful observers, 
however, will be inclined to fear that the defects 
in the British army and in the campaign of the 
allies are beyond any man’s correcting, perhaps be- 
yond any staff’s or government's correcting. British 
individual courage is not denied, but if there are 
essential defects in the education of officers and in 
the coirdination of effort. in battle, the comparative 
ineffectiveness of the army cannot be cured by a 
new war chief for a long time, 
The importance of the lessons of the British situ- 
ation to the American people cannot be over- 
stated. A more terrible exposure of the traditional 
American fallacy which Mr. Bryan voiced in his 
memorable ‘asininity about calling up a million 
inen in arms before sunset can be conceived, because 
happily for England the unreadiness of her land 
preparations was counterbalanced by her naval 
readiness.. But the fruits of nearly two years of 
Lord Kitchener's genius for organization working 
through the impossible voluntary system, the 
“ springing to arms” system which we babble about, 
ought to hate brought the American people to com- 
plete disillusion and the determination to take ad- 
vantage of England’s lesson by adopting a system 
of real preparedness. ; 

In Egypt, in South Africa, in the reorganization 
of the Indian army, and finally and supremely in 
the present war, Kitchener showed that be was an 
organizer who could make a great army if any 
single man working ‘with the wrong system could, 
He labored with a stern and patriotic devotion. 
But he could not accomplish the impossible. 
England bas had some heavy blows to her pride 
and to her prestige; Gallipoli, Kut-el-Amara, Jut- 
land. All were lessons in the cost of lack of or- 
ganization, forethought, and cotrdination. Per- 
haps his death will drive them home. : 
And men of all nations, including England’s foes, 
will honor the memory of a patriot who died in 
the service of his country. 


-. JUSTICE HUGHES SPEAKS. 
Justice Hughes projected some of his sentiments 
upon’ the Republican convention unexpectedly and 
in a fashion suggestive of a humorous regard for the 
occasion upon which they were expressed and the 
occasion for which they were intended. Mr. Hughes 
could not or would not speak for the Republican 
convention, but he had an opportunity to speak to 
the honor members of the graduating class of the 
Cathedral school in ‘Washington. : 

The occasion was not that Mr. Hughes is a can- 
didate, but that his daughter is a pupil. The poli- 
ticians bad forgotten the daughter. They had been 
expecting that the justice either would kill him- 
self by tot speaking or would kill himself by break- 
ing silence and speaking. 

Justice Hughes, having a daughter and being in- 
vited to speak a few words to the honor members 
of the graduating class of her school, did as other 
members of the Supreme court have done, accepted 
the opportunity and spoke the few sentences. 

If they do not represent all that we might expect 
in the way of ringing Americanisms from a candi- 
date for president they contain more than we might 
expect from a justice talking to the honor members 
of the Cathedral school in Washington. Mr. Hughes 
said neither too much nor too little. »-He was 
neither too little the justice nor too much the can- 
didate. He was talking at the honor members of 
the Cathedral school and to the managers of the 
Republican party. aig 

It was discreet, even coy. It was soundly Ameri- 
can, but intended for the hearing of the graduates 
of the Cathedral school. It was a slight indication 
of what Mr. Hughes might say in a speech of ac- 
ceptance on being informed by a solemn committee 
appointed by the Republican national convention 
that he had been nominated some month or six 
weeks previously by that convention to be the stand- 
ard bearer of the Republican party. 

Politicians who had not thought Justice Hughes 
could find a way. safely out of his dilemma have 
been outspoken in their disapproval of circumstance. 
Evidently a candidate who is in a hole ought not 
to have a daughter. 

We cannot say that we know surely much more 
about Mr. Hughes now than we knew before, but

1. About four months in many women; about 
eighteen weeks {n others. Have the urine ex- 
amined. Correct constipation. Get more exer- 
cise in the open air. In the morning, while 
still lying flat on your pillow, eat three crack- 
ers. Chew them well. Lie in bed orie-half 
hour after eating. Get up slowly. Dress 
slowly. Eat breakfast when you feel like it. 
Lie down for a few minutes after each meal. 
Apply an ice bag or a hot water bag to the 
abdomen, Do not worry. Do not fear. 

2. Fix the date from the beginning of the 
last menstruation, count back three months, 
then add a year and seven days to get the date 
on which confinement can be expected. 

8. A prospective mother should eat the usual 
quantity and usual variety of food. During 
the last two months of her pregnancy she 
should not eat largely of bread, potatoes, pud- 
dings, desserts, starches, and sugars. She 
should live mostly on meat, fruit, and watery 
vegetables. When an excess of starch and 
sugar is eaten some of them are stored as fat 
in the baby’s body. Beyond this a prospective 
mother should not go in for dieting hereelf. 
The various theories about diets to lessen the 
difficulties of labor are not founded on facts.

ance. 

He then addressed in his own hand 
letters to the commander of the regiment 
and to the general of the brigade, in- 
forming them of what he had done and 
desiring to know whether they proposed 
to boycott and to censure him, since he 
had, after all, been guilty of the same 
conduct as the young subaltern whom 
i they had treated so harshly.

Prince Ernest of Saxe-Meiningen, hav- 
ing lost the younger of his two sons in 
the battle of Charleroi, in the second 
week of the present war, now been 
bereaved of his remaining boy, George, 
who has just been killed'in an air fight at 
La Bassée by an English aeronaut. 

The two sons of Prince Ernest did not 
share his royal status, but bore the titles 
of Baron Ernest and George von Saal- 
feld.

We Americans stanu today at a turn- 
ing point in our history. A period in 
our own internal development has cul- 
minated. We stand on the threshold of 
an epoch during which we must grow 
into a highly organized nation, if ‘Wwe 
are to be the masters of the great forces 
that modern civilization has placed at 
our disposal. 

Instead of forty-eight signrate SOV- 
ereignties, with their conflicting laws 
and provincial viewpoints, we must have 
one strong national government. We 
must be a nation with national govern- 
ment supreme for national purposes over 


all conflicting and local forces. 


We Must Centralize. 

For each of us this means the sub- 
ordination 6f our own previous racial, 
sectional, and personal viewpoints or in- 
terests before the new and stronger 


| Politico-economic “ laissez faire pees needs and which will accept the pew 


‘which has been dominant in England for 


to be the work of one or two decades for 

a large body of patriotic men. The su- 
periiela! acceptance of these principles 
in the shape of a few planks in a political 
program will not avail. _No mere lip- 
worship will suffice. We must jhave the 
right man on the platform, and we must 
as a people develop the organization 
which will stand behind the man. 

This is a case where those who are 
merely lukewarm are the most dangerous 
of all, because their pretense of action is 
likely to deceive. These new issues must 
be the basic structure of action for a 
group of men—by preference a political 
party—that devotes itself unfiinchingly 
to earry through a great constructive 
program. Everything cannot be under- 
taken at once. The issues must be dealt 
with one by one until our people have 
| been given a form of ofganization that 
'makes*them as efficient as any other na- 
tion of the world. 


Democrats Materialistic. 

The Democratic party as at present 
constituted and led is based on the philos- 
'ophy of purely materialistic individual- 
ism. It is another development of the

disastrous results in England during th 
present war. 

_Insistence upon the rights of one indi- 
vidual as against the rights of all! indi- 
viduals is a cardinal doctrine of this or- 
ganization—it champions revolt against 
the nation—the selfishness of the indi- 
vidual man as against the interest of the 
people as a whole. Instead of conscious 
and deliberate regulation this party seeks 
to bring about proper balance in the world 
by cutthroat competition among unregu- 
lated concerns. . 


New Freedom Impotent. 

In its basic form this doctrine takes

We 
muet make our national government an 
efficient agéney if protecting American 
sovereignty and thereby upholding 
among the ations of the world that due 
share of injluence and power which be- 
long t the ideals of democracy; the 
ideals that lie at the very foundation of 
the United States as a separate nation. 


Must Protect Business. 


We must make our national government 


- able to promote commerce and business 


by the protection that-is due our flag and 
our business men abroad, by the promo- 
tion of economic fair play at home, by 
the development of technical science, by 
the enhancement of the labor power of | 
our people, through support of an ade- 
quate educational system that will im- 
prove skill and knowledge in agriculture 
and industry. . 

These national and social ideale can 
best, be .carried through, if, they become 
the basic principles of a gr political 
party.

Blutt and Reticent Soldier 


Harold Begbie tells how a British ser- 
geant during the first embarkation of the 
troops in France remarked that the Brit- 
ish soldier is the most cheerful, humor- 
ous and kind hearted person in the world, 
but, he added, ‘‘ Tommy can look cruel 
when he is roused.” 

Just then a fresh faced, smiling young 
trooper got in trouble with a bunch of 
horses; in a second he got a short hold 
of the reins and jagged the restive charg- 
ers into obedient docility. 

Turning his head he showed his blazing 
eyes, flushed face and set jaws. ‘“ See 
that?” said the sergeant. “ Well, that’s 
what I mean.” 


“Britain Looking Cruel.” 

Lora Kitchener was Britain looking 
cruel. Usually pictured in full regimen- 
tals, he was the embodiment of stern mili- 
tarism, taciturn, unsmiling and alert. 

He was said to be intensely human by 
those who knew him, but the world only 
recognized him as the bluff, reticent sol- 
Aier, the commander who so relentlessly 
put down the natives at Khartoum and 
suppressed the Boers in South Africa. 

Next to “‘ Bobs ” he was the beau ideal

In 1882 he had a cavalry command in 
Egypt and a year later in the Gordon re- 
ef expedition he went with the Desert 
column to Gadku!l Wells. After Khartoum 
he saw active service in putting down the 
revolt of Osman Digna in eastern Sudan, 
where he became governor general in 


Suakim and was wounded in a fight when 
the English were beaten. 

He saw more service in the invasion of 
Wad-en-Nejumi in 1889 when with an 
Egyptian and Sudanese force he helped 
Sir Francis Grenfell to whip the dervishes 
at Toski, Aug. 3. 

It was his force which by a successful 
detour cut off Nejumi’s retreat and com- 
pelied the latter to give battle in vain. 

Three years later after more fighting 
he succeeded Grenfell as sirdar of the 
Egyptian army and he found plenty of 
work cut out for him. : 

The defeat of the Italians at Adowa 
nerved the dervishes to attack the Eng- 
lish again. Kitcherier gathered 9.000 
troops and started up both banks of the 
Nile. While one column drove the der- 
vishes acrose the river the other met 
them just as Kitchener had planned, 
and cleared the valley of them for fifty 
miles. He extended the railway and 
brought up gunboats to Dongola, push- 
ing the enemy farther up the river. 

On went the railway, the army, and 
its transports. The khalifa stood b's 
ground at Omdurman, fortifying the 
place. Kitchener did not hurry. He saw 
that every province he took was thor- 
oughly pacified before he left it. 

Abu Hamed and Berber next fell into 
his hands and he went ahead, driving 
out the Emir Mahmoud from Metaur- 
meh and Osman Digna into eastern Su- 
dan. He took over Kassala and was 
now a knight and a major general. 

Moves on Khartoum. 

In 1898 with a force of 138,000 he pro- 
ceeded against Mahmoud, who was 
threatening Berber,,and April 8 the 
battle of the Atbara was fought. 

To the tunes of bugle and bagpipes 
the British advanced on the fortified 
enemy, carrying everything at the point 
of the bayonet. 

The Dervishes fought with fanatical 
bravery, but the organized skill of the 
British won in the end and the enemy 
fied, leaving 11,000 dead on the field. The 
British loss was only 48 killed and 382 
wounded. Kitchener was rewarded by 
being made Baron Kitchener of Khar- 
toum and received a gift of $150,000. 

The revolt over, he set about organ- 
izing the whole of Egypt, building rail- 
ways and setting up civil government. 

While he was thus engaged the Boer 
war started, and in December, 1899, he 
went south. Here he was confronted by 
totally different conditions; no river or 
railways to transport troops or supplies. 

He seized the situation at a glance, or- 
ganized his plans and preceeded to do 
what Lord Roberts expeeted of him. 
Then followed Modder Drits, Bloemfon- 
tein, Ladysmith, Pretoria aad Kimberly, 
captured or relieved. ‘ 

When Roberts left for England Kitch- 
ener was put in command. The Boers 
put ap resistance in some places, but 
Kitchener’s plans won out and the war 
came tos ciose. He was made a lieuten- 
ant general and a general] and received 
a gift of $250,000 and a visceunty.

ROOSEVELT LAUDS WORK OF 
EARL KITCHENER IN SUDAN. 


Compares Result of Dead General’s 
Pacification of Nile Country with 
That Done by U. 8S. in Philippines 


Oyster Bay; N. Y., June 6.—Col. Roose- 
velt made the following statement to- 
night concerning Lord Kitchener: 

* Six years ago,” he said, “I passed 
through the Sudan and was more deeply 
impressed than I can well express by the 
extraordinary benefits secured to the na- 
tives of the country by Lord Kitchener's 
conquest and the administration of him- 
self and of his Meutenant and successor, 
Gen. Wingate. 

“He rescued it from a condition of 
chronic slaughter and rapine under which 
the population had diminished by con- 
siderably more than half and of the 
younger children over nine-tenths died 
of disease or starvation. The result of 
the conquest was to establish absolute 
peace and justice under the orderly reign 
of law. 

“Industry flourished amazingly; slav- 
ery and the oppression of weaker tribes 
were completely ) 

“ Schogis were everywhere, 
and the Sudan entered upon a career of 
peace, prosperity, and justice which it 
had never before known in its history— 
a period which may justly be compared 
to the corresponding period in the history 
of the Philippine islands.

Various Plant Ailments. 

Ff you have a window garden you may 
be dure that some day the plants in it 
will become infested with all manner 
of insects. This is one of the penal- 
ties that must be incurred by the per- 

son who attempts to grow flowers in the 
house, In a recent article I spoke of the 
aphis and the red spider and the fight that 
must be put up against them, but I did 
not mention the scale that attacks plants 
|having a hard, firm foliage or worms in 
the soil of pot plants. 

Scale attacks palms, oleanders, and 
‘other hard wooded plants. Like the aphis 
and spider, it sucks the sap of the plant, 
thus depriving it of proper sustenance. 
Spraying is of no benefit, neither is the 
application of tobacco in any form. The 
only thing that does any good, so far as 
my experience, goes, is the application of 
an emulsion made by melting half a pound 
of laundry soap and bringing it to a boil, 


kerosene. 


~o 

The oi! and soap will form an emulsion. 
Use one part of this to fifteen parts water 
and apply. it to the infested portions of 
the plant with a soft brush or rag. Repeat 
the application two or three times, or 
until the-scale turns white and loosens 
its hold upon plant or leaf sufficiently to 


bristle brush. 

Worms in the soil often attack the roots 
of plants and bring on a diseased condi- 
tion which frequently results in the death 
of the plant. As soon as any are seen 
get a piece of perfectly fresh lime as 
large as a coffee cup and drop it into a 
ten quart pailful of water. If fresh—asit 
must be to be of any benefit—the water 
will seem to boil until the lime disinte- 
grates and leaves nothing but a white sed- 
iment. \

Pour off the clear water and apply it to 
the soilin the pots. Use enough to sat- 
urate it thoroughly. If one application 
dees not produce the desired effect, re- 
peat it, and continue to do so until not 
a live worm is to be found.
